Speaking of old things in Philadelphia, I 
BOtiioe that the papers out West have beeu giv- 
fag some space to 8t. Peter's Church, at Third 
and Pine, which wa» built in 1701, and is con- 
sequently 144 years to the good. Now, when 
8t Peter's was only m-i years old, it was my 
daily custom to look out from my window upon 
its stately spire and upon the many monuments 
that faced my home, notal»ly that of Comnio. 
dore Stephen Decatur; but I never thought 
of going into raptures over the old pile or its 
environments, ancient and honorable w they 
undoubtedly are. 

As the (luest of 'old things" appear.^ to l)e i 
in order, I loaded up this afternoDU and tooi< | 
a junket U) the "Old Swedes Church," in the , 
Southwark district of years agone. It was | 
erectetl in 1 Too. and -tands today just as the 
builders left it, hut with a harvest of graves 
around and at)oiit it. I jotted down the in- 
scription" on a tew of the mure ant'i«;nt head- 
stones, which are n;riiarkal>ly well preserved 
considering age. The stones are of a dark,
